Rude and Harsh Measures are Neces- 
sary in War Time 

In legalizing gonscription during 
the war by an overwhelming majori 
ty in both houses congress has ex- 
hibited the common sense, and the 
power of quick adjustment which in 
an emergency Americans can usually 
be depended on to exhibit. War is a 
rude and harsh business, and people 
who decide to wage war must follow 
up the decision with rude and harsh 
measures. The authorization of re- 
cruiting by compulsion is interpreted 
by one group as a triumph for demo- 
cracy and by another as its irretriey- 
able defeat. It is neither. . Congress 
has not accepted the principle, of uni- 
versal military service; 
adopted the expedient of a selective 
draft during the war. As soon as the 
war is over the question as to how 
American armies are to be’ recruited 
will be re-opened; and a new decision 
will have to be reached based upon 
international political conditions at 
that time and fhe enduring interna- 
tional responsibilities ofethe United 
| States.—From the New Republic.
